There are markets at his very doors for almost 
everything taken from good old Mother Earth. 
Of late years the business of canning of fruits 
and vegetables, has grown to enormous dimen 
sions, and all through the different counties can- 
ning establishments have been erected, and,con-

The Spring Break Up. 


The Chinook winds of the past two days hive 


melted the snow with great rapidity and ha' e 
honey-combed thf ice in the river, which is ex- 
pected to go out about a month later. The con 
ditions are favorable for an extremely high stage 
of water this spring, as within the memory of 
the oldest settler there has not before been such 
an extensive inow fall at the headwaters of t.,e 
Miasou-i and its tributaries. In the Yellowstone 
and Little Missouri Valleys the snow is unusu- 
ally deep and in the Milk River Valley Post 
Trader Shaw reports the snow three feet deep, at 
least t««o feet deeper than before known. It is 
a well knorcn fact that the tributaries of the 
Missouri fairly shoot their waters into the river 
when the break up comes. The waters vi'l 
come with a rush from the valleys and moun- 
tains and a remarkably high stage of water may 
be looked for. Bismarck has nothing to fear 
from high water in the Missouri as the city is 
situated on high, rolling ground many feet above 
any known high water mark. Towns less fortu- 
nately .situated, howev. r, had beat make prepar- 
ations for the flood that is certain to come. If 
no gorges are formed the danger will, however, 
be comparatively slight, and none are expected 
in this immediate vicinity. The dyke at the Bis- 
marck bridge has confined the river to so narrow 
a channel that it is thought the current will he 
so, swift as to prevent any gorging st Sibley 
Island where they have heretofore been of most 
frequent occurrence.

Although North Dakota is much the 


newer, yet it will be seen that it has al- 
ready taken the lead in wealth. The 
great wheat belt has developed more 
weaith, the land is more valuable, and 
the cities and towns are growing faster. 


The population of Dakota is now (Feb. 


3,1884,) estimated at 350,000, or an in- 
crease of more than 100,000 over that of 
1882. 


IT is to be hoped that no more Russian 


Jew refugees will be piloted to this re- 
gion. The report is now out that these 
subjects are starving to death. North of 
Bismarck about twenty-five miles there 
are located about fifty families. They 
were sen b here by th§ Milwaukee Hebrew 
relief society and Dr. Weischler, of St. 
Paul, took personal charge of the colony. 
He had'them located on government land 
and obtained for them a section of tim- 
ber land also. *As the members of the 
colony were entirely destitute, provisions 
were famished them and an ox team 
given the head of each family. These 
refugees, having been kicked and cuffed 
around in their native country, never ac- 
quired a knowledge of farming or any 
kind of work, but have grown up in idle- 
ness and beggary. Dr. Weischler hoped 
that they might learn gradually the 
ways of the granger, but last fall he had 
given up in despair, and stated that it 
was no use. As long as supplies were 
furnished them, so long would they ex- 
pect them and refuse to work. 'There is 
no possible excuse for their being in 
waat at this time, if indeed they are. 
TheWashburn mill advertises that it 
will give $2.50 to $3 a cord for wood in 
lour or i revisions, and all the refugees 
have to do is to cut the w.ood and haul it 
to town. An associated press dispatch 
tells the truth as follows: "The trouble 
with thesp people is identical with that 
which came upon the~same class in the 
Devil's lake country last winter. They 
are Russian refugees, fleeing from race 
persecution to this country. Landing in 
Milwaukee they become a burden upon 
the association, and to be relieved of 
them, this association forwards thein to 
l^he northwest. Ill clad and penniless, 
they go on government land without the 
means of putting in a crop and cultivat- 
ing it, and with but little inclination to 
rustle for themselves, they would come 
to want anywhere."

The Washington correspondent of the Pioneer 


Press devotes a column or more to the Marquis 
de" Mores, who is now in that city. In speaking 
of his huge dressed meat enterprise, he says that 
he fully belieyes that dressed beef can be ship- 
ped from the ranches directlj to the market at a 
greater profit to the ranchmen and packers than 
to send it on the hoof by cars, and upon this 
theory he has basea his investments. At Brain- 
erd will be a storehouse, and others will be es- 
tablished at Fargo, Grand Forks, Winnipeg, 
Jamestown and Bismarck. From this latter 
point the Missouri river trade will be supplied, 
and refrigerators 1-ave already been placed upon 
tho steataers which will carry dresseo. beef to 
points above »nd below on taeriver. There will 
be another storehouse at Mandan, and slaughter 
houses, as well as-.Loreige boutes at Medoria., 
Miles City. BUhngs and Heiena. All theie will 
be completed and in working order by the first 
of June. On the western envision theie will be 
slaughter and ston houses at hpokane Falls, the 
Dallas an j at Poitland and Seattle. These will 
be completed by October.

Auckland that the government schooner "Julia,"

Nearly four hundred thousand free born Ameri- 
can citizens are virtually disfranchised because 
they live in Dakota. We have no voice or vote 
in the selection of those who are to govera us. 
and the evils of carpet bag rule, of which our 
friends in the south so bitterly end so justly 
complained, are in full force among us. We 
only ask the common/figiarbf Amencan citizens 
we only pray for the liberty to govern ourselves 
as wi deem best, we only beg the boon of 'home 
rule, onlv crave admission into the union and

NEW PENSION BLLL. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Senator Harrison in- 


troduced in the senate today a bill of great ira 
portance to soldiers and their widows. 
It pro- 


vides »j pension for all soldiers who served dur- 
ing the; war of the rebellion in the military or 
naval service for a period of six months and 
were honorably discharged, provided they are 
now disabled. The bill proceeds upon the 
theory |that there are many soldiers and sailors 
who di<i not contract any disability dnnng the 
wak of such a specific and well defined nature 
as to en able them to make proof thereof, as re- 
quired by the existing laws, but m truth and in 
fact they are now breaking down in health by 
reason <}>f the hardships and exposures of the 
service. It is a bill that grants relief to the class 
of soldiers who had the physical strength to 
bear tho burdens of the war without receiving 
hospital treatment, but by reason of their long 
and faithful service have since become invalids. 
The highest rate of pension granted is $24, 
which in made divisable according to the degree 
of actufl disability. The bill increases the rate 
to $12 of all widows of pensioners who con- 
tracted disability in and since the war of the 
rebellio i and who are now drawing $8 and fixes 
the rate of such claimants at $lz per month for
